I'ickler is being watched, but haa not 
been limited. The woman ia in lading' 
for fear he will get away and kill her. 
Jones' attorneys :ire aatistietl that this 
discovery will lead to something tangible 
aoo'i. Tickler was ia the melting room 
under the Garradt administration sev- 
eral veare at;o and under Adams, the 
present superintendent, but was not 
•employed under Hoenfer. Pickler waa 
suspended from the mint by Superin- 
tendent Adams tonight.

afternoon Bernard Connor, a patient in 
St. Alexis' Catholic hospital, sbot a fel- 
low patient named Timothy Donavan 
four timed, sent a bullet through the leg 
of a nuree named James Cantillon, and 
then tried to kill himself, 


Connor ia Buffering from dyspepsia 


and is very irritable. Donavan had 
words with him and he bad threatened 
to kill Donavan. Tnis afternoon he Eat 
Tip in bed, drew a revolver from beneath 
the bedclothes and lired. One hiiliet 
struck Donavau in the head, another 
•broke his left arm, a third en tared the 
shoulder and the fourth plowed a hole 
in the abdomen. Cantillon, the nurse, 
"entered thu rouui at the time, and Con- 
nor fired the last bullet at him. Then 
the fellow tried to beat out hia own 
brains with the pistol. Donavan is still 
alive, but cannot recover.

bureau ia its report of the crop condi- 
tions for the week ending June 1st, eaya: 


Warm weather has been beneficial to 


corn. Reports from southern states in- 
dicate that corn in that Fection ia in ex- 
cellent condition. In Ohio. Indiana and 
Michigan and Eouthern Illinois corn 
will be greatly benefited by the rain. 
In Nebraska the corn crop has grown 
well during the week a'jd ia in excel- 
lent condition. 


Winter wheat ia in less promising con- 


dition in Ohio, Indiana, Michigan and 
Missouri, and mat is upbearing in Illi- 
nois; it ia nearly ready to harvest in 
Kansas, and is beading in Pennaylvanii 
and Maryland. 


Tobaeco is crowing nicely in the Caro- 


linaa, and planting fa progressing favor- 
ably in Kentucky, Virginia and Mary- 
land. In Ohio plants set out are dying 
from drouth,

Secretary Cruse of tlie Ohilmn lega- 


tion, when asked today what tfleci the 
new law would have, replied: 


"No effect whatever im our bonds or 


outstanding loans, all of which inrluil- 
iug interest are payable in gold, but it 
will insure a stable currency. It 13 not 
expected that gold will circulate much 


ordinary commercial transactions. 


Silver will be the medium, togetner 
with bank notes issued substantially on 
the same plan. To carry out the pro- 
visions of the new law the new presi- 
dent of Chili is authorized to sell some 
of the government nitrate bonds to pro- 
cure the coin neca^ary to retire thia 
paper money. 


"For three years he is also authorized 


to coin $10,000,000 of elver annually, 
and to negotiate for advances on the 
nirchase money of the nitrate bonds. 


"Silver will be legal tender up to $r>0. 


In sums exceeding thal.it will bo ex- 
chaiifK-able at tin? mints for gold at its 


trket value."

The po- 
lice have taken possession ot a package 
of private letters, the contents of which 
are said to be sensational by some of 
the detectives.

dered woman's moat intimate friend, 
died this morning from injuries sus- 
tained by a fall from a cart in which he 
was being driven by a policeman to the 
office of the chief of police for a con- 
sultation, lie was relied upon to throw 
some light upon the tragedy. With his 
death the detectives are at a loss to ec- 
curfi a clue or euggest a motive tor the 
crime. The etory that Miss Harring- 
ton was only partially clad when found 
is denied by tho morgue oilicials, who 
say that UIR wrapper she wore was 
partly torn and partly burned off. The 
inquest will be held next Saturday.

1'in-t states that the entire detective 
force of this city is convinced that ex-

chile being driven by a policeman to 
the oflica of the chief of police. 
The 


local chief of detectives said today: 


"I don't want to talk about this mur- 


der, because I hate to tight dead men." 


The conclusions of the police are said 


to bo based on the contents of 150 pri- 
vate letters found in Miss Harrington's 
room, which are said to indicate, that 
the murdered woman and linck had 
>ven greater intimacy than appeared on 
the surface. On the back of Buck's pho- 
tograph Miss Harrington had left a 
written request that it be destroyed at 
her death. The ulibi o£ Buck, as stated 
by hia family; is not borne out by police 
investigation. Detectives state that in- 
stead of remaining in his Oakland reai- 
dence from the time of the arrival of the 
Marysvillo train at 11.S01 until 1.30, as 
stated by his son, Senator Buck actually 
left borne a few minutes after noon. 
An Oakland resident named Chamber- 
lain came across on the ferrv with Buck, 
and Chamberlain's bookkeeper states 
that his employer arrived at hia office 
before 1 o'clock. This the police Hay 
•would give Buck time to proceed to the 
1-IMis Htreet residence of Miss Harring- 
ton, commit the crime and get away be- 
fore 1.30, the hour the alarm o! fire was 
turned in from the llat. 


In trying to fasten the crime on Buck 


the detectives are building up cumula- 
tive evidence. They Bay the, dead aeiia- 
tor'a actions after the tragedy were sus- 
picious. When hi; returned to Oakland 
on the ferry many of his acquaintances 
discussed the murder, but Buck kept si- 
lent, and although he bed the afternoon 
papers with accounts of the crime, he 
said nothing to his family of the mur- 
der, although the members knew Miss 
Harrington well. It hag been proved 
that Muck wag in the habit of making 
midday calls on Miss Harrington, and 
the murderer must have been on inti- 
mate terms to secure admission to her 
room and to make hia exit unnoticed.

They 
packed their household goods and chat- 
tels in wagons, harnessed their farm 
mules and horses, and late last summer 
they took the road in search of a coun- 
try where the industry of man linds a 
surer reward than it has found of late iu 
Nebraska. 


They headed for Idaho and reachei 


that place lant fall, not knowing but 
that Uiey would settle there, but before 
the winter was over they had made up 
their minds that Idaho waa not what 
they wanted. Reports of the wonderiu 
fertility of the San Joaquin valley hat 
reached, and they concluded to turn 
their backs upon'Idaho and eeek the 
better land.

The nineteen men saved from a watery 


grave, when they had all Riven up hope 
of rescue, were also a sorry looking 
party when they arrived at the Mail 
dock. Some had their arms in sliiius. 
The heads ot others were swathed in 
bandage. They limped as they walked, 
and their bruint-s were plainly iu evi- 
dence. All looked weak, and showed 
only too plainly tbe effects of the terri- 
ble strain during the fearful hours when 
they awaited succor. 


The atories oE tho survivors all con- 


firmed the telegraphic accounts of tho 
disaster. They agree that the cause of 
tbe foundering waa the topheuvy condi- 
tion of the Unliaia, due to her bulky 
deck load. From tbe beginning of tbe 
voyage south they say the ateamer acted 
badly, und would not answer her beltn. 
The storm whiuh sunk her was encoun- 
tered about 9 o'clock .Monday night, May 
27th, and blew furiously during the 
next fourteen hours. The vessel loat 
steerage way, swung shoreward in tbe 
teeth oE a furious eoutheastely cale, 
when she lay helplessly battered by thu 
miiihty tidal waves. 


The steamer lay on her side for about 


fifteen minutes, "and then tipped over 
and sank. The women and children 
were drowned :n their state rooma, 
wlu're they were confined during the 
gale. Many were killed and possibly 
mutilated by the lumber ou theUolimu'a 
i 


deck, blown by the wind and burled 011 ! 
the beads of the gtrugirltnc men in the 
water. The raft upon which Cu3hin{,', 
Sutherland and Riehardaoii and two 
others were afloat drifted about for 
twenty-four hours. They gave up all 
hope until tbe San Juan hove in sight. 
They attracted her attention by hoisting 
a re'd piece of cloth and waving their 
clothe?. On tbe raft with the passengers 
were two sailora. One ?eized a small 
cask of claret wine, of which they drank 
until tlwy became drunk aud quarrel- 
some. To aave tbe lives of tbe rest on 
tbe raft the men say they were obliged 
to push one sailor, mad with drink, into 
the aea, where be drowned. The paa- 
eengera say there was no time to launch 
tho ooats or put on life preservers when 
tbey realized the serious plicht of the 
Coiima, and besides the fury of the 
atorm made it impossible to launch or 
man tbe boats Bucceaafully. Those who 
secured life preservers got them in the 
water, and those in tbe boat picked up 
by tbe Ran Juan clambered into her aa 
she floated toward them struggling in 
th§ sea. 


As soon as tbe San Juan was faat to 


the wharf the third officer, the store- 
keeper and seaman Aviles, the three 
men of the crew of tbe Coiima rescued, 
were called to the office of the Pacilic 
Mail Steamship Company to make their 
statements nirainal the wreck.

relation of each one was taken iu short- 
hand, signed and sworn to.

Hansenof the Coiima to make a state 
meiit regarding everything he knew of 
tho movements of the Oolima, com- 
mencing at the time he left Mazatlan 
until he was taken on board the San 
Juan, in connection with the loss of tin 
Coiima, and to tell everything he knew 
sparing no one.

The irirea run into the 
iron, and keep it just the right heat aa 
long aa it is being need."

End of a Series of Somewhat Com- 


plicated Lawsuits. 


Judge Kisley yesterday handed down 


decisions in the suit of \V. K. Thomaa 
va. the AV;>«MW Company, and the suit, 
with two causea of action, brought by 
Aaron H. Powers va.the ftjpvf!t>ie Com- 
pany. In both of tlie suits, judgment 
waa given in favor of the defendant 
company, and the plaintiffs were as- 
sessed with the costs. 


The litigation was somewhat com- 


plicated; and, without attempting to 
enter into the utiuutia, and without try- 
ing to explain disputed points, the case 
may be elated in eubstance aa follows: 
William

Tufts waa the real 


plaintiff in both suits, but the first was 
brought iu the name of W. II. Thomas, 
who was. under the court's ruling, the 
agent of Mr. Tufta. The second suit 
waa brought in the name of Aaron H. 
Powers, a brother-in-law of Mr. Tufta. 
The greater portion of 
the amount 


claimed waa for rent. Mr. Thomas sued 
for $1000 and Mr. I'nwern for $761,fin. 


Mr. Tufts, being one of the owners of 


the 7iVprjKif«r building, had rented it to 
the 
7i,Tj><wif«r company at $:iOO per 


month. He was elected president of the 
company, and was, by his own proposi- 
tion, to eerve without salary. The rent 
remained unpaid till it amounted to the 
anni of the two amounts ened for, and 
then suits were brought to collect it. 
But, the defendent set up the counter 
claim that Mr. Tufts, while president of 
tlie company, had retained for dig own 
use fund's of the company, euilicient to 
pay the rent. 


The court sustained this, and found 


that he had collected and failed to ac- 
count for $1950, and therefore it gave 
judgment against him. A stay of 
execution for 20 days was allowed.
